reason, even before the facts are 
stated on which a Yes or No d e­ 
pends I once knew a m an who, a p ­ 
parently. 'could not say Yes to a n y ­ 
th in g W hatever you brought to his 
m ind he at once said "No.” He was

everything!

Spanish philosopher, once wrote th a t 
“a gilded No is more satisfactory 
th a n a dry Yes.” 
Courage Is essential to the use of 
eith er one of these Yes and No 
words. It often takes courage to say 
No and also to say Yes. In m ost 
cases, however, one's ch aracter is a s­ 
serted. and the decision to say one 
or the o th er Is m ade w ithout regret. 
We can be pleasant about either d e ­ 
cision, for later we m ay be called 
upon to reverse th e Yes or No given. 
N one of us can always be right or 
always w rong!
